the largest sum yet to be spent 
during any full fiscal vear of the 
Coolidge administration, Total 
expenditures under this program 
will amount to not less than $3,- 
750,000,000, and may run to $4,- 
100,000,000, depending on _ the 
amount Secretary Mellon decides 
to utilize out of surplus in retiring 
the public debt. 

Federal expenditures touched 
bottom during the fiscal vear 1924 
-—the year of Harding's ,death— 
when they fell to $3,048,000,000 
exclusive of public debt retirement. 
Since then spendings have gradu- 
ally risen, the record shows, com- 
Parable expenditures reaching $3.- 
065,000,000 in the fiscal year 1925, 
$3.118,000,000 during the last fis- 
tal year, ending June 30, and an 
Sstimated $3,150,000,000 during 
the present fiscal year. 

For the coming vyear Congress 
will be asked to appropriate about 
$3,.270,000,000, exclusive of public 
debt financing, which will run to 
at least $525,000,000 additional. 
This would make an apparent total 
of at least $3.795.000,000 for next 
year, but this will be decreased 
somewhat by the Coolidge policy of 
not spending the full amount ap- 
propriated each year. On the other 
hand, it will be increased by what- 
ever sum the Treasury utilizes in 
excess of $525,000,000 to retire 
the public debt. It will be raised, 
too, by extra budget appropriations 
by Congress.

Large Surplus Expected. 

As indications are dhat there will 
be an unusually large surplus at the 
end cf the present fiscal year, the 
chances are that considerably 
more tnan $525,000,000 will be de. 
voted by Mr. Mellon to debt retire-

Northeast Harbor, Maine, Aug. 

(By A. P.).—Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard university, died at his summer! 
home here today. He was 92 years 
of age. 

Dr. Eliot had been in delicate 
health since hé came here early in 
the summer and had been confined 
to the house of late. He had passed 
his summers at Northeast Harbor 
since the early 80s. The end came 
peacefully late today. 

Funeral services will be held in 
the Union church here on Tuesday 
at noon, and services will be held 
also in Appleton chapel at Harvard 
university, Cambridge, Mass., on 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Eliot's son, the Rev. Samuel 
A. Eliot, of Cambridge, Mass., also 
has his summer residence here, and 
was present at the end. 

Dr. Eliot was president of Har- 
vard for 40 years, from 1869 tu 
1909. A notable event in his career 
after his retirement as an active 
educator was the celebration of his 
ninetieth birthday, when he received 
the felicitations and tributes of edu- 
cators and Harvard men from all 
parts of the world. 


Took Part in Public Affairs. 


Even after passing his ninetieth 
birthday, Dr. Eliot appeared occa- 
sionally as a speaker at public meet- 
ings and frequently expressed his 
opinions on subjects of public inter- 
est. In April, 1924, he led a group 
of Cambridge home owners in a 
successful protest-against the erec- 
tion of apartment houses in the 
quiet neighborhood where he lived. 
The following month he took issue 
with President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, of Columbia university, on 
the subject of prohibition, express- 
ing his belief that the Volstead act 
was working efficiently. In the 
course of the debate he disclosed 
that he himself had become a tee- 
totaler at 85. 

In June, 1924, with Elihu Root 
and Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
he received the . Roosevelt medal 
conferred for “‘leadership of youth 
and development of American char- 
acter.”’ 

Dr. Eliot aroused wide discus- 
sion in 1924 when he ‘disputed the 
‘melting pot’’ theory of the assimi- 
lation of aliens in America, assert-

The first official communique in 
France's new war against high 
prices brought 79 women to the 
poultry section of the central mar- 
kets today to compete for about 
30 chickens. Some of the house- 
wives fell back on lobster or other 
sea food, but even then there were 
more buyers than provisions. ° 

The market officials say, how- 
ever, that the experiment promises 
good results because today’s ar- 
rivals were below normal in every- 
thing but vegetables. 

The official market com- 
munique is intended to inform the 
people just what provisions have 
arrived, the quantity and they 
quality. The public is notified that 
all quantities remaining unsold 
when the wholesale bidding is over 
will be offered for sale at retail. 
The effect hoped for is suppres- 
sion of the old habit of storing all 
provisions unsold to wholesalers; 
so as not to gorge the market and 
affect prices. 

“The wholesalers made a feeble 
effort to beat the new regulations 
today. One big dealer rushed to 
the poultfy section while the 
women were struggling to get one 
of the few chickens offered, and 
cried out, “I will take the whole 
lot.”’

Two former Republican govern- 
ors, Henry J. Allen, of Kansas, and 
Samuel R. McKelvie, of Nebraska. 
question the wisdom of political 
cures for agricultural ills in arti- 
cles appearing in the September is- 
sue of the Nation's Business, official 
organ of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 

Mr. Allen declares that econdi- 
tions in Iowa are not typical of 
those elsewhere, and cites specific 
examples of prosperity among farm- 
ers in Kansas, while Mr. McKelvie 
says he is not one of those who be- 
lieve that ‘‘unless the strong arm 
of the government intervenege, the 
farmer is headed for the bow- 
wows.”’ 

“The present condition of the 
lowa farmer,” Mr. Allen says, “‘is 
not the result of poor crops and bad 
Pprices,’’ but is the ‘‘reaction from a 
giant speculation in real estate,’’ 
which can not be cured by law. 

No Legislative Remedy, He Says. 

“There is no legislative remedy 
for a burst boom,” he asserts, 
adding that time necessary for re- 
adjustment is ‘‘nature's only reme- 


“Theré is only one immediate 
remedy for Iowa farmers, to wit: 
Another world war,” he continues. 
The $375.000,000 of subsidy pro- 
posed by the Haugen bill wouldn’t 
be a drop in the bucket. Some of it 
would have to go to other States, 
anyway. 

“The loan proposed by the Tinch- 
er bill would be an aggravation, al- 
though, of course, the passage of 
either one of these bills would be 
good for the political morale, and 
the professional friends of the 
farmer could point to it and say, 
‘We've saved you again.’ ”’ 

The dispositoin of the surplus, 
says Mr. McKelvie, is ‘indeed an 
important problem for the farmer 
to solve, and when /! say farmer, ! 
mean exactly that. It may be ex- 
pedient for the government to try 
to solve ‘it, but it certainly is not 
sound economically. The most the 
| government can do is to help the 
| sovereign citizen to help himself, 

bearing in mind that, when the 
sovereignty is violated, the citizen 
becomes a dependent, a mendicant, 
or, what is worse, a member of a 
communistic state.’’

citizens of all origins to retain their 
distinctive racial heritages and to 
eschew interracial marriages. His 
choice of the ten greatest educators 
of all time whicy he prepared anid 
published in 19256 also was the sub- 
ject of wide comment. e 


‘America’s First Citizen.” 
Among educators Dr. Eliot held a 


world-wide reputation as a grand 


old man of their profession, but his 
prominence extended so far beyond 
educational circles that he was 
often spoken of here and abroad as 
“Ameriea’s first citizen.” He was 
identified with practically every 
economic or social question brought 
forward in the past 30 years—writ- 
ing and speaking so fearlessly that 
he was the center of as many storms 
of controversy and violent personal 
attacks as though he held public 
office. 

During the war, Dr. Eliot wrote 
numerous articles and made Many 
addresses in behalf of the allies. 
He maintained that ‘‘the hope of the 
world lies in complete cooperation 
between the British empire and the 
United States of America, the two 
great sections of the English-speak- 
ing people.”’ 

Despite his more than 87 years, 
in a speech in Boston on October 
19. 1920, during the presidential 
campaign, he vigorcusly defended 
the League of Nations against the 
criticisms of 31 eminent Republi- 
cans. 


Held Many Honor Posts. 


Dr. Eliot until 1917 was a cor- 
responding member of the Academy 
of Moral and Political Seiences of 
the Institute of France, the British 
academy, a fellow of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, a 
member of the American Philosoph- 
ical society, the Massachusetts His- 
torical society. honorary. president 
of the National Conservation asso- 
ciation and a member of the gen- 
eral education board, the Rocke- 
feller Foundation and the interna- 
tional health board. Some of his 
newer books included ‘‘The Happy 
Life,’’ ‘The Durable Satisfaction of 
Life.’’ “The Road Toward Peace” 
and ‘‘John Gilley.”’ 

Chosen to the presidency at Har- 
vard in his thirty-fifth year, he was 
the youngest college president in 
the country. He resigned in his 
seventy-fifth year. 

Iie was the son of Samuel A. 
Eliot. of Cambridge, Mass., who 
was treasurer of Harvard. He was 
born in Boston, March 20, 1834, 
and was graduated from Harvard 
in 18538 He was an oarsman in 
the varsity crew in the days when 
college crews rowed heavy cedar 
barges beautifully fitted up’ with 
cushions. His predilection was for 
chemistry and mathematics, and he 
was so successful in the former that 
at the age of 24 he became a pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Harvard, in 
preference to accepting $5,000 a 
year as chemist for a manufactur- 
ing concern in Lowell. He was 
rapidly advanced until the overseers 
offered him the highest chair in the 
institution. 


Introduced Reforms. 


As president, the young Eliot set 


afoot so 


many reforms that Dr. 
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Oliver Wendell Holmes exclaimed: 
“He is turning the university over 
like a flapjack.”’ 

Forty years later when He ‘re- 
signed his post at his own in- 
sistence, he saw many of the re- 
forms which he had _ introduced 
adopted throughout the country, 
and found himself so well estab- 
lished in the esteem of his country- 
men that when President Taft of- 
fered him the post of Ambassador 
to the Court of St. James, in March, 
1909, the press of the country was 
unanimous in applauding the choice 
as that of a most representative 
American citizen. But Dr. Eliot 
declined, saying that he preferred 
to spend the evening of life in 
serenity that only freedom from re- 
sponsibility could give. 

The educational reforms which 
he fathered include the lecture 
courses as substitutes for recita- 
tions, and the written test as sub- 
stitute for oral examinations: the 
elective system, whereby students 
now in practically all of the uni- 
versities in the country and many 
of the high schools have a certain 
latitude in their choice of studies; 
the. abolition of compulsory reli- 
gious worship; and the institution 
of a three-year course for bachelor 
degrees of arts and sciences. 


Brought Cifange in Football, 


It was due largely to Dr. Eliot's 
strictures on football as a demoral- 
izing spectacle and unfit for col- 
lege sport that the open play re- 
forms were carried out a few years 
ago. 

His influence was felt outside 
university life by his numerous 
public addresses and writings. 

In 1909, Dr. Eliot’s pronounce- 
ment on ‘‘the religion of the future’’ 
caused widespread discussion. ‘‘The 
fear of hell,’’ said Dr. Eliot. ‘has 
not proved effective to defer man 
from wrongdoing, and heaven has 
never yet been described in terms 
very attractive to the average man 
or woman. Both are indeed, un- 
imaginable.”’ 


Had Operation in Ceylon. 


He attempted a few years ago an 
analysis of literature to pick the 
best few books, the reading of 
which would make a man “‘cultur- 
ed.”’ The plan and the result again 
made him a storm center of criti- 
cism. 

At 77 Dr. Eliot 
around the world “to study.’’ 
Ceylon, in December, 1911, he was 
operated on for appendicitis, but, 
notwithstanding his advanced age, 
he regained his full vigor. 

President Taft once playfully said 
of him: “He is as well preserved 
as though he had spent his years in 
the atmosphere of the Supreme 
Court.’’ : 

President Roosevelt, who was 
Once talked of as his possible suc- 
cessor at Harvard, once said: ‘‘He 
is the ouly man in the world 1 
envy.” 

He was a fellow of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, an 
officer of the Legion of Honor and 
a member of the French institute 
and was decorated by the Emperor 
of Japan with the Order of the Ris- 
ing Sun. 

Dr. Eliot was first married in 
1869 to Ellen Derby Peabody. His 
second wife was Grace Mellen Hop-

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oy LEAGUE SALVATION 
SOUGHT BY BRIAND 
‘AG SESSION NEARS 


Greatest Test Seen as Na- 
tions Gather to Discuss 
Question of Seats. 


SPAIN AND GERMANY 
DISTURBING FACTORS 


Poland Also to Be Considered 
in Distribution; Other 
Issues Loom. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Aug. .22.— With the first 
meeting of committees connected 
with the annual gathering of the 
assembly of the League of Nations 
only one week away, Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand is bending every effort 
to prepare the international ship of 
state to weather the treacherous 


seas it is destined to encounter at 
Geneva. 

The future of the league is vir- 
tually at stake, and nobody knows 
this better than Briand, who, 
with Austen Chamberlain, Britis 
foreign secretary, is pledged to pre- 
vent a disastrous split on the rocks 
of national jealousy. 

Three great problems will con- 
front the assembly at its seventh 
annual meeting — the admission of 
Germany as a member, the award 
of permanent seats on the council 
and disarmament. Any one of these 
is packed with such dangerous ex- 
plosives that they may shatter the 
league’s prestige and possibilities for 
constructive work almost indefinite- 
ly, or if safely controlled, the league 
may convincingly establish its hu- 
manitarian mission among the na- 
tions. 


Briand Laying Course. 


Faced with such a mammoth task 
Briand is mapping out his chart 
with utmost care in his effort to pilot 
the league craft around the reefs 
and between floating mines of dis- 
sension. Already Briand has seen 
the secretary of the British embassy 
and has conferred with the Spanish 
Ambassador here regarding the pro- 
gram to be followed. He has also 
watched every national barometer in 
an effort to foresee any signs of 
storm and to find means of dissipat- 
ing whatever clouds may appear on 
the horizon. 

The job of getting Germany into 
the league, pacifying Spain, satisfy- 
ing Poland and keeping the other 
nations good natured is enough to 
test the skill of the world’s finest 
diplomat, yet the French veteran 
politician is quietly and steadily 
working toward this end. 


German Issue Looms. 


So far as Germany is concerned, 
general opinion seems to favor her 
entrance as a member. If she is 
blocked in this, it will mean a de- 
cided blow to the league. It is 
believed Spain will be offered a 
semipermanent seat on the coyncil 
g©od for five years, with reelection 
possible at the end of that period. 
This will probably be the proposal 
if Sweden and Germany absolutely 
oppese a permanent seat for Spain. 

Of course it is well Known that 
France would like to obtain at least 
a semipermanent seat on the coun- 
cil for Poland, but it is feared she 
will meet strong opposition to any 
such proposal. How far Briand is 
willing to go in compromise is a 
matter of considerable speculation, 
although it is felt that the only way 
Briand and Chamberlain can steer 
the league through unexpected ex- 
Plosions is through some wise com- 
promise.

WEDDING RING GIFTS 
URGED TO SAVE FRANC 


Jewelers Want Bands Donated 
and Melted to Boost 


Gold Reserve. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Paris, Aug. 22.—-Let wedding 
rings save the franc is the proposal 
the working jewelers’ trade journal 


published today. The periodical 
estimates that there are more than 
8,000,000 wedding rings worn on 
French fingers that could be melted 
down into 4,000 metric tons of gold. 
This amount of precious bullion 
added to the Banque de France’s 
gold reserve would be security for 
a large portion of the paper francs 
in circulation—-they now exceed 
55,000,000 against 3,500,000,000 
francs ($99,750,000). It is suggest- 
ed that the wedding ring merely is 
a sentimental token and the people 
should willingly surrender them to 
save La Patrie, like the Germans 
turned in bronze and copper articles 
during the war to make shells and 
later handed over silver, gold and 
jewelry. 

It is pointed out that the modern 
wave of independence among women 
also will help as the shingled, man- 
nishly dressed new woman does not 
like to wear the sign of the yoke. 
Half of the rings are expected from 
the men as the French custom de- 
crees that the husbands also wear 
golden hoops, like their wives.

Detroit Society Holds Flight Is 
Greatest Victory of Year 


for Planes. 


Detroit, Aug. 22-—(By A. P.).— 
The reliability of airplane travel 
has been proven by the successful- 
ness of the commercial air reliabil- 
ity tour concluded yesterday, a 
statement issued tonight by the 
Detroit Aviation society, sponsors 
of the event, declared. The event, 
which was won by Walter Beach, 
piloting a Wright plane, did more 
for commercial aviation than any 
other aerial work of the year, the 
statement said. 

In all the 25 planes that started 
in the tour flew 60,976 plane mile, 
statistics compiled by the society 
showed.- They carried a total of 
71 people, and this gives a passen- 
ger mileage of 4,298,976. There 
were 8 accidents around the tour 
and 13 forced landings among the 
25 planes. 

Nineteen of the planes actually 
finished the tour; two came in af- 
ter skipping a few sections of the 
trip; two were shipped home and 
two dropped out of the tour. No 
passenger or pilot was injured. 


DAUGHTER OF HARJES 
MET SIMILAR DEATH 


Girl, Like Banker Father, Died 
After Being Thrown 


From Horse. 


Deauville, Frahee, Aug. 22 (By 
A. P.).—-The death of H. H. Harjes, 
the Paris banker, from injuries re- 
ceived on the polo field Friday, re- 
calls the death of his daughter, Mise 
Hope Harjes, who in 1923, while 
riding with her father and sister 
near Dreux, was thrown from her 
horse. Her skull wae fractured and 
she died without regaining con- 
sciousness.

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FLOOD DANGER IS OVER 
POTOMAG 15 RECEDING 


Water 3 Feet Above Normal 
at Key Bridge; All Camps 
Are Safe.

GREAT FALLS A TORRENT 


The flood danger is over. The 
waters of the Potomac, swollen by 
eleven days of continuous rain, 
reached their highest mark early 
yesterday and by nightfall had be- 
gun to recede. 

Although about three feet high- 
er than normal in the vicinity just 
above Key bridge, at no time did 
the high water endanger camps that 
border the lower Potomac. Last 
night the river was reported to 
have fallen to within fourteen 
inches of the usual level at George- 
town. The river barely overflowed 
the seawall at high tide. 

Reports from Great Falls indi- 
cated that the Potomac at that point 
was about twelve feet higher than 
usual. Usually divided into several 
separate falls, the river has be- 
come one unbroken torrent and has 
spread to twice its normal width. 

The thermometer rose steadily 
yesterday from 60 degrees in the 
early morning to 70 shortly after 
noon. Little rain fell. Local mo- 
tion picture houses reported that 
attendance and ticket office re- 
ceipts had increased during the 
rainy period. 

The Post was in error yesterday 
when it stated that the steamer Bt. 
Johns was the only excursion boat 
to make a trip to nearby river points 
due to the rapidly rising waters.

New York, Aug. A pretty 
young woman with bobbed blonde 
hair and the appearance of having 
been gently reared figured today as 
the mystery in a supposed homicide 
that has stirred the wrath of Chief 
Medical Examiner Charles H. Nor- 
Tis. 

While detectives endeavored to 
ascertain the identity of the girl. 
whose body remained at _ the 
morgue, Dr. Jacques J. Alper, was 
arraigned in Essex Market police 
court and held without bail for fur- 
ther examination in the homicide 
court tomorrow upon the charge of 
being responsible for the death of 
the girl. 

Attorneys A. J. 
Louis J. Schwartz appeared as 
counsel for the doctor. They con- 
tinued efforts to find a judge who 
would admit him to bail after he 
had been sent to a cell in the Essex 
market prison. 

When the doctor was arraigned 

today it developed that he had call- 
ed the Clinton street police .station 
and the office of the medical exam- 
iner about 10 o’clock Saturday 
night with the statement that a 
young woman had died in his office. 
- Detectives Schneider and Mitchell 
went to the house, as did Assistant 
Medical Examiner Benjamin M.

+ The doctor, said the witnesses, 
told them that he did not know the 
name of the patient. They quoted 
him as saying she came to his office 
about 4 o’clock Seturday afternoon 
and asked for treatment. Alper 
administered chloroform to her and 
said that while she was recovering 
from its effects he went to consult 
with patients in another room and 
that when he came back in three- 
quarters of an hour she was dead. 

Dr. Norris and Dr. Vance per- 
formed an autopsy at thé morgue 
today. They said that there had 
been a criminal operation, but that 
they could not give the exact cause 
of death until an analysis of the 
stomach was made tomorrow.

Letter Tells of Plot 
To Plunder Cathedral

Paris, Aug. 22.—Paris police to- 
day are investigating an anonymous 
letter sent to the guardian of the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame de Paris, 
which states that a band of Italian 
anarchists are plotting to rob the 
famous church of its treasures 
worth millions of francs. 

The object of the robbery, the let- 
ter states, is not for personal gain, 
but for the ideagof selling the loot 
for its gold value, which would be 
used in an organized attempt on the 
life of Premier Benito Mussolini. 
Double forces of armed guards have 
been placed at the church, and to- 
night the secret police are work- 
ing to trace the author of the letter 
in the Italian quarter of the city, 
where it is believed to have origi- 
nated.

If you desire to live in a house located in 
an alley which is 30 feet wide throughout its 
entire length and in which water mains, sew- 


ers and gas or electric conduits have been in- 
stalled, the law will not prevent you from en- 
joying such residence, even though the domi- 
cile is not connected with the sewer, the water 
main or the light conduits. At least this ap- 
pears to be a logical conclusion based upon 
the decision of Judge Schuldt of the police 
eourt. Judge Schuldt, in line with his inter- 
pretation of the somewhat ambiguous “alley 
law,’ quashed informations against four de- 
fendants charged with violation of that law. 

Basing his decision upon a previous ruling 
of Mr. Justice Bailey in a similar ease, wherein 
that jurist held that it would be a forced con- 
struction of the statute to insist that it ap- 
plies to the ‘“‘premises’’ rather than to the 
“thoroughfare,” Judge Schuldt called atten- 
tion to the language of that statute, particu- 
larly wherein it is specifically stated, and re- 
peated, that the ‘‘alley’’ must be supplied with 
a water main in order to be habitable. Of 
course, there can be no ‘‘water main’’ in a 
dwelling, and further, it was pointed out by 
the court that there is no provision of law 
requiring the installation of gas or electricity 
in any house on any street of the District, and 
that it is therefore obvious that Congress did 
not intend to require the installation of such 
conveniences in alley dwellings. 

Although Congress has made two attempts 
to enact legislation with the object of closing 
the narrow alleys of the Capital as residential 
thoroughfares—-in other words, to eliminate 
the “‘slums’’—the legislation enacted has, ap- 
parently, been so carelessly framed as to de- 
feat the purpose designed. In any event Judge 
Schuldt’s decision in the cases before him last 
week may guide Congress in framing a law 
which can not be misunderstood.

SCIENTISTS AT LOGGERHEADS. 

The claims made before the Institute of 
Politics at Williamstown, Mass., by some of 
the chemists that the world will never want 
for food, because of the infinite possibilities 
attendant on the development of synthetic 
food products, or for heat, because of the ap- 
proaching emancipation of man from depend- 
ence on coal, oil and other energy-producing 
materials by the imminent release of atomic 
energy. were emphatically rejected, at a sub- 
sequent session, by the mineralogists and 
metallurgists. All the prophecies as to what 
chemistry can do in prodycing artificial min- 
crals and metals, releasing atomic energy, 
converting the light of the sun and the nitro- 
gen of the air into food for the human family 
and manufacturing synthetic food by other 
processes, and doing away with the necessity 
for lumber, coal and gasoline, were discounted 
as belonging to the realm of fancy, mere pipe 
dreams and smacking of the faith placed by 
children in Santa Claus. The chemists were, 
in effect, told to concentrate their attention on 
such purely matter-of-fact and practical sub- 
jects as the finding of substitutes for use in 
those industrial processes which actually dissi- 
pate metal, as in paints, and for protection 
against its destruction, as when gteel is lost 
through corrosion. 

Paints and steel, with the whole known and 
unknown world before them! These harsh 
words, and the more rather than less con- 
temptuous tone in which they were delivered, 
were more tban the synthetic chemists could 
with patience brook. They returned to the 
charge on the following day, and demonstrated 
that the synthetic age is already here, point- 
ing with pride to the rapid growth of the 
manufacture of artificial silk in the United 


'$tates, the production of artificial leather in 


vast quantities, the synthetic manufacture of 
vanillin and camphor and of hard fats, the 
displacing of bone casein. products, the enor- 
mous world production of synthetic ammonia 
by nitrogen fixation, the numerous synthetic 
substitutes for wood distillation processes and 
the introduction of artificial wools They 
capped ‘the climax by showihg that more than 
$100,000,000 is now invested -in this country 
in the synthetic chemical industry. ‘ 
. Not content with this tellin enumeration. 
remembering the homily read to them by the 
skeptics, and realizing that an offensive is 
often the best form of defense, the chemists 
carried the wordy warfare. into the hostile

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SENATOR HEFLIN ON COTTON. 


Senator Heflin, of Alabama, advises the cot- 
ton growers of the South to hold their cotton 
back from the market until it reaches 20 cents 
& pound. He asserts that 16-cent cotton does 
not pay the cost of production. 

This is probably true, but the adoption of 
the senator’s suggestion will not raise the 
price of cotton to 20 cents. Before the war 
cotton did not go above 20 cents except in 
1921, when it averaged 21 cents. The price 
advanced in 1917 and went to 35 cents in 
1920, the year of highest inflated prices. In 
1922 the price dropped to 9 cents, advancing 
to 27 cents in 1924. In 1925 the price ranged 
from 17 to 23 cents, and thus far in 1926 it 
has been around 16 and 17 cents. 

The Department of Agricuiture reports in- 
dicate that the cotton crop this year will be 
about 15,635,000 bales, which, if realized, will 
be about 500,000 bales in excess of last year, 
about 2,000,000 bales in excess of 1924 and 
about 4,500,000 bales in excess of 1923. This 
of itself accounts for some of the decline in 
price. 

Senator Heflin is fond of asserting that the 
only people getting rich are the tariff-fed 
manufacturers of the East, especially the cot- 
ton goods manufacturers. Yet these same 
manufacturers at times have paid from 25 to 
35 cents per pound for Southern cotton, and 
their operations provide a good market for 
cotton. Without tariff protection they would 
have to shut down. 

The cotton goods manufacturers in the 
South, including Senator Heflin's own State, 
will hardly be enthusiastic over his suggestion 
that producers should hold out for 20-cent 
cotton. Why doesn't the senator come out 
bravely for adequate tariff protection for{ all 
cotton manufacturers, North and South, and 
thus insure a steady home market for cotton? 
He would be entirely consistent in this, as he 
has already advocated a high tariff on graphite 
and other products of Alabama. 


SWITHIN AND JUPITER. 


“There ain’t no such animal’’ as an infal- 
lible weather prophet. Neither “‘Old Probabil- 
ities’ Myer, the first weather boss of the 
United States, nor Willis Moore, 
Prof. Marvin, the present official weather 
guesser, guessed right every ~ time. Willis 
Moore’s ‘‘flareback,’’ which sent the price of 
goloshes and umbrellas up to the sky on the 
day that President Taft was inaugurated, 
brought such discredit on the weather bu- 
reau’s forecasts that public confidence has ‘not 
yet been fully restored. 

St. Swithin’s job while on earth was to 
“christen”? new varieties of apples. He per- 
formed that ceremony on the 15th day of 
July of each year. Through some occult ar- 
rangement with Jupiter Pluvius he always had 
an ample supply of fluid with which to per- 
form his baptismal rites. But through some 
misunderstanding, Jupiter, probably because 
he was soused in ambrosia, neglected to turn 
off the water for nearly six weeks. As a re- 
sult it became a tradition that if moisture fell 
from the clouds on July 15 it was a certain 
indication that 40 days of rdin would follow. 

It rained on July 15, 1926, all along the At- 
lantic seaboard. Consequently believers in the 
St. Swithin tradition expected that the rain 
would continue throughout the remainder of 
July and during at least three weeks of Au- 
gust.

However, it appears that 
Jupiter must have been advised of the miscar- 
riage of the moisture and started to make up 
the July deficiency by an oversupply in Au- 
gust.

WATCHING FOREIGN TRADERS. 


Frank R. Kent is sending interesting ar- 
ticles to the Baltimore Sun from Paris. He 
tells of the intense anger aroused in French 
business circles by American customs at- 
taches, who demand the right to inspect books 
for the purpose of ascertaining costs and 
prices of goods exported to the United States. 
Inasmuch as French business men deny to tax 
collectors the right to inspect their books, 
their choler reaches fever heat when a foreign 
functionary appears and insists upon scruti- 
nizing their private business. Of course they 
refuse to show the books; whereupon the 
customs official advises the American consul 
not to invoice any more goods for export from 
that source. Finding his American trade cut 
off, the merchant finally succumbs, but with 
his heart inflamed with hatred toward the 
United States. 

, It is a true and a moving tale. The Ameri- 
cans are placed in the light of meddlers and 
snoopers, and their government is held up as 
a grasping miser. 

But there is another side to the picture. 
Why is this inspection made? The plain truth 
is that the valuation placed by foreign ex- 
porters upon goods destined for America is 
often, if not usually, fraudulent. Merchants 
make agreements with purchasers to place 
false valuations upon articles which are to 
run the gantlet of the American customs. If 
the Treasury Department did not keep inspec- 
tors at work at the source of exports the gov- 
ernment would be robbed of millions of dol- 
lars annually. 

Foreign competition :-with American pro- 
ducers is becoming dangerously large, even 
when vigilant watch is kept of foreign valua- 
tions and prices. Instead of valuing foreign 
goods according to the value of exactly sim- 
ilar articles in this country, the law imposes 
a tariff duty on the foreign valuation. As the 
cost of production on many articles is much 
less in Europe than in the United States, a 
duty of 50 or even 100 per cent may still. per- 
mit a foreign article to be sold for less than 
a similar domestic article. 

If an American valuation is not to be 
placed upon foreign articles sold in the United 
States there must be an increase of duties if 
American manufacturers, workers and farm- 
ers are to get the full benefit of the Ameri- 
can market, This market belongs to Ameri- 
cans. They are entitled to monopolize it. 
When they open it to foreigners, whether 
through fraudulent valuations or valuations 
based upon foreign cheap labor, they are rob- 
bing themselves and their government. 


COALS TO NEWCASTLE. 


To carry coals to Newcastle has represented 
the acme of absurdity in British minds for a 
century or more. Newcastle, on the banks of 
the Tyne, is the center of the British coal in- 
dustry, and from the river Tyne the bulk of 
English coal exports was transported to all 
the countries of Europe, Asia, Africa, South 
America and Australia. But the strike of the 
miners of British coal has resulted in the 
practically complete cessation of coal, produc- 
tion for export, besides compelling the British 
consumer to look elsewhere than to the Eng- 
lish and Welsh mines for his fuel. 

Naturally the United States was called upon 
in the emergency, and according to a report 
made public by the United States Shipping 
Board the response to the appeal has been sat- 
isfactory alike to the American producer and 
the British consumer. The total shipments of 
coal from American to-British ports during the 
months of May, June and July of this year, 
according to the Shipping Board, exceeded the 
average of 100 shiploads each month. During 
1925 the total ‘export of American coal to 
Great Britain was less than 3,000 tons. But 
in the first month of'the strike period more 
fhan 30,000 tons were shipped, and in June 
the shipments advanced to 465,000 tons. The 
reports of the board for July indicate that the 
total for that month reached 1,354,000 tons. 

So long as the strike lasts there will be no 
let-up in the demand, and August totals are ex- 
pected to exceed the July exports. Shipping 
coals to Newcastle has become quite an impor- 
tant item in American commerce.

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 22 (By 
A. P.).-——-Cold, rainy weather today 


did not keep the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge from driving 15 miles 
across¢the misty mountains to morn- 
ing service at the First Presby- 
terian church at Saranac Lake. 
They were accompanied by their 
son, John, and by the White House 
guests, Mr. and Mrs. Frank W. 
Stearns, of Boston. 

The sermon, preached by the 
Rev. George K. Newell, pastor of 
the church, discussed cowardice and 
heroism, and the biblical text that 
Jesus came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister. 

Dr, Newell said he recalled times 
in the history of the United States 
when he had been ‘proud we 
weren't cowards,’ and he expressed 
a petition that “God may lead this 
great people out into heroic deeds 
in the days to come.” 


Greeted by Crowds, 


Lare crowds grected Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge as they drove through 
Saranac Lake village and as they 
arrived at the church.

During the service a shower came 
up, breaking just after the Presi- 
dent had left the church.

Department of Justice Claims | 


Banner Year. in Dispos- 
ing of Cases. 


MERGER PLANS HALTED 


P (By the Associated Press.) 

A banner year in disposa! of anti- 
trust cases was claimed yesterday 
by the Department of Justice in a 
review of government prosecutions 
under this law during the fiscal year 
recently closed. 

Attention was called to the ad- 


vantages of the new policy inaugu- 
rated by Attorney General Sargent 
and William J. Donovan, assistant 
to the Attorney General directly in 
charge of antitrust proceedings, of 
acting against supposed combina- 
tions before their organization is 
completed. Two notable instances of 
this procedure were declared to be 
the government’s successful fights 
against the mergers proposed by the 
Ward + Food Products Corporation 
and the National Food Products 
Corporation. 

“The obvious advantages of this 
procedure,” the department’s re- 
view stated, ‘‘are that it saves time 
and money in enabling the govern- 
ment to obtain a judgment upon a 
plan of consolidation without tak- 
ing voluminous proofs as to the con- 
summation and operation of the 
plan, and that it permits the frus- 
tration of the plan without the ne- 
cessity for long dissolution pro- 
ceedings aimed at the segregation 
of properties already brought under 
common ownership and control.”’ 

The termination of a number of 
proceedings by consent decrees in 
which an agre2ment was reached by 
the parties was defended as avoid- 
ing delay and expense incident to 
protracted trials.

CHURCH SERVICES IN MEXICO

satisfactory. The different 

of the religious situation 
were made clear by the exchange of 
impressions. The episcopate’s pur- 
pose to make use of all legal re- 
sources toward attaining constitu- 
tional amendment of the articles 
and precepts which affect our creed 
was reiterated. 

‘The president told us that he 
had already declared through the 
press that the registration demand- 
ed of priests in charge of the 
churches had no other purposes 
than those purely administrative 
and that the government had no in- 
tention of mixing in matters relat- 
ing to dogma or religion. 

“With this statement we expect 
that, once the procedures demanded 
of us through the church are ful- 
filled, there will be no obstacle to 
the resumption of religious services 
in the churches, while we attain our 
ultimate end of recovering liberty, 
which we considered injured 
through the various legal precepts.”’ 


Boycott Expected to End. 


A profound conviction prevails 
among the public that it is now 
merely a question of adjusting de- 
tails and that abolition of the bdy- 
cott, resumption of church services 
and return to the normal religious 
and economic life of the nation will 
come soon—awaiting only the for- 
mal orders of the authorities. This 
conviction is based on the belief 
in the first place that President 
Calles and the prelates would never 
have met face to face with such 
amiability unless previous assur- 
ances had been given that would 
make an agreement possible. 

In the second place it is con- 
tended that the episcopate would 
never have made the formal pro- 
nouncement that the interview was

He said, however, he expected to 
confer Wednesday with Secretary of 
State Kellogg and with President 
Coolidge soon afterward. 

He said he could not talk of the 
religious situation in Mexico until] he 
had reported first to the Secretary of 
State and to the President.

WHY WE SHIVER. 
SWIMMER, or a “would be,”’ 
A complains that he shivers. He 
wants to know why. And, like 
all other mortals who are dissatis- 
filed with themselves or their be- 
havior, he wants to know what he 
can do about it. Still, not unlike 
his fellow mortals, he has a notion 
that somebody has an antishiver 
medicine and he wodld like to know 
what it is and the’ dose——-possibly 
the price. 

Shivering is due to contracting 
muscles. The muscles involved are 
about the same as those used in 
shimmying. The object. of the 
shivering is to make heat. As the 
result of plunging in cold water, or 
cold -air, the body has lost a. great 
deal of heat. The fact is registered 
by the automatic apparatus in the 
brain, whereupon word is sent to 
the muscles to make more heat. 
They respond by shivering. Perhaps 
all the internal organs. get the arder 
and all of them set to.work in 
obedience to it, but we can observe 
the action of the muscles and we 
can only guess what the other 
organs are doing. | 


The contracting muscles manu- 
facture the required heat, the blood 
is warmed, the chilled skin is 
soothed, and everything moves: on 
smoothly. 

Very few people shivér while they 
are in the water. Those who com- 
plain of it are the beach hounds, 
For this, there are two reasons: the 
evaporation. of water from the bath- 
ing: suit and the skin, which takes 
is very chilling 
| The second reason is the. physical 
inactivity of the man on the beach. 

These two reasons. suggest two 
remedies. One is -to plunge, and, 
in that way to stop evaporation.

Suggestions for Farm Relief. 


Considerable attention was de- 
voted in financial circles to various | 
suggestions for farm relief, some 
of which were said to be under con- 
sideration for official action by thé 
administration. 

Operators in the steel industry 
proceeded on the high plane which 
has made this summer such a re- 
markable one for the industry. An 
undiminished flow of orders and re- 
ports of increased production were 
noted by the trade reviews, which 
also found that because of the 
rounded-out spread of heavy con- 
sumption, expectations of produc- 
ers for the remainder of the year 
have grown more confident.* At the 
same time leading steel interests 
were said to be guarding against 
overconfidence in view of the rec- 
ord summer business and to be 
shaping their plans along conserva. 
tite lines. 


May Increase Rail Rates. 


Reassuring news affecting the 
railroads included prospects for an 
upward revision of class rates in 
the West following the recent de- 
nial of a general rate increase and 
the maintenance of freight traffic 
above 1,000,000 cars a week through 
the early part of August. Several 
of the Western rail executives ex. 
pressed the opinion that the car- 
riers in this section had turned the 
corner toward better times. 

Dangers which confronted the 
rubber industry through the infla- 
tion of crude rubber costs~ have 
been almost entirely eliminated. 
Most of the leading manufactures 
in this field took occasion to point 
out in their semiannual reports that 
normal operations, were close at 
hand after a year or more of un- 
certainty.

(By Associated Press.) 
A warning to prohibitionists to 
beware “State movements intended 


to handicap the enforcement of 
prohibition’’ was issued yesterday 
by Clarence True Wilson, general] 
secretary, and Deets Pickett, re- 
search secretary, of the board of 
temperance, prohibition and public 
morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church 

‘“‘Prohibitionists,’’ a statement is- 
sued by them said, “‘have no ex- 
pectation of winning referendum 
elections in those States where ac- 
tion taken at the ballot box can 
have no legal effect. 

‘It is impossible to interest dry 

constituents in such polls, as they 
are looked upon as intended only 
to serve wet propaganda, the real 
question being involved in the elec- 
tion of dry representatives and sen- 
ators to Congress. It is feared that 
confusion will lead to nonparticipa- 
tion by drys in some referendums 
which will have a practical effect, 
and prohibitionists everywhere are 
warned to be on guard against 
State movements intended to handi- 
cap the enforcement of prohibl- 
tion.”’ 
The statement. added that from 
the recent primaries it was appar- 
ent that the forthcoming Congress 
would “almost certainly be dry in 
just the same proportion as the 
present Congress.”’

PUT ON EXHIBITION 
MILLION IN MONEY 


Rare Specimens of Currency 
on View at Meeting of Nu- 
mismatic Experts. 


SILVER DOLLAR WORTH 
$5,000 IS.DATED 1804 


$7,500 Is Value Placed on 
United States $5 Gold 
Piece Minted in 1822. 


One million dollars is on exhibi- 
tion to the public today in the rese 
room of the Washington hotel. That 
is the value of the collection of old 
¢oins and paper money visiting 
members of the American Numis- 
matic association have placed on 
exhibition there in connection with 
their annual convention. 

The numismatists are holding a 
six-day session at which many odd 
facts concerning old coins will be 
revealed. One surprise has already 
been revealed in a $3.25 paper note, 
the existence of which has never 
been suspected before. The val- 
uable collection is guarded day and 

night by trained watchmen. 
though it were stolen, however, the 
coins would be quickly recovered 
by means of the microscopic identi- 
fication marks placed on each coin 
by its owner. 


Silver Dollar Worth $5,000. 


W. F. Dunham, of Chicago, is 
exhibiting the largest collection of 
United States coins. He is the cus- 
todian of the Chicago silver dollar 
of 1804, of which but six are in 
existence. One is in the Smith- 
sonian institution here. The coin 
is valued at $5,000. Of the 18,000 
coined it is. believed that all but 
six, which are known, were used to 
pay sailors who fought the.battle 
of Tripoli harbor. Mr. Dunham also 
has the rarest coin in existence, 
the United States $5 gold piece of 

822, valued at $7,500. He has two 
examples of the half-cent of 1852, 
one with large and the other with 
small berries. The large berry coin 
is valued at $2,000, while the small 
berry coin jis valued at but $35, yet 
both were coined in the same year. 

Moritz Wormser, retiring presi- 
dent of the association, is exhibit- 
ing a wonderful collection of gold 
and silver Czechoslovakian, Estho- 
nian, Polish and Russian rubles, 
which include many rarities. The 
convention ‘will close Thursday at 
noon.
